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Nursery denied site use 
on air pollution grounds

A Kingston nursery run out of the 
borough’s most polluted air space 
could be forced to shut down with¬ 
in a year of opening. 

Monkey Puzzle Day Nursery 
opened at the former drug and al¬ 
cohol Kaleidoscope building in 
Cromwell Road in July 2014 - but 
nursery directors failed to apply to 
Kingston Council to change the 
use of the site. 

A retrospective planning applica¬ 
tion submitted to councillors to 
continue using the space has now 
been unanimously rejected - poten¬ 
tially leaving 32 children without a 


nursery place later this year. 

The nursery, located just a 
stone’s throw from Cromwell Road 
bus station, is in an area that has 
the fourth highest levels of air pol¬ 
lution in London, according to a 
council document. 

But Martin Blakebrough, land¬ 
lord of the site and chief executive 
of Kaleidoscope, said: “Both 
Kingston Grammar and Tiffin 
School are on the same road. Are 
they going to be moved too? 

“If pollution is such a big prob¬ 
lem in the area then the council 
has a duty to tell everyone and do 
something about it. I’m not aware 
that the other schools or families 
that live on that road know about 
the pollution.” 

Mr Blakebrough said 


Kaleidoscope had been forced to 
move its operations out of Kingston 
due to “disagreements” with the 
council and that the nursery deci¬ 
sion may have been “political”. 

In November 2014 the House of 
Commons’ environmental audit 
committee recommended to pro¬ 
tect people and, in particular, chil¬ 
dren: “New schools, hospitals and 
care homes must not be built next 
to air pollution hotspots”. 

Councillor Phil Doyle, who sat on 
the committee that rejected the ap¬ 
plication, said: “These are young, 
vulnerable children you are talk¬ 
ing about and you just can’t take 
that risk.” 

Monkey Puzzle has a garden, a 
sensory room, an ICT room and 
even a sleep room for its children. 


When the Kingston Guardian vis¬ 
ited the nursery last month, man¬ 
ager Mandy Lupton said: “I really 
can’t wait for Ofsted because then 
it will be official how well we’re 
doing here.” 

Bob Robinson, director of DPP 
Planning, who is acting as the agent 
for the nursery’s application, said 
the decision would be appealed. 

He added: “We are probably 
going to be doing some monitoring 
of the air quality. 

“I think everyone agrees it is a 
good place for a nursery. It is the 
bus station that is the problem and 
it’s a problem that must be affect¬ 
ing all of the town centre.” 

Monkey Puzzle will remain open 
during the appeal process, which 
could take up to a year.

University building 
binned by council

Kingston University’s plans to re¬ 
place its outdated town hall build¬ 
ing in Penrhyn Road have been 
rejected. 

Councillors voted down the 
£55m scheme for a new building 
up to six storeys high, with colon¬ 
nades built out to the pavement, 
because they felt it would have 
been too big and not in keeping 
with nearby buildings. 

The new 9,320sqm building 
would have had two cafes, an au¬ 
ditorium, performance studios 
and a library open to the public. 

University officials said the 
building would have helped it at¬ 
tract new students in what they 
called an “incredibly competitive 
university environment”. 

Sean Woulfe, director of estates 
at Kingston University, told 
Kingston Council’s development 
control meeting last Thursday: 
“We listened very carefully to 
feedback. The vast majority of the 
feedback that we’ve had has been 
positive.” 

But residents of Grove Cres¬ 
cent, near the site on the corner of 
the Penrhyn Road campus

opposite County Hall, opposed the 
plans and feared students work¬ 
ing in the building would be able 
to see into their homes. 

The design of the building split 
opinion. 

Committee chairman Council¬ 
lor Richard Hudson said it re¬ 
minded him of a World War II flak 
tower. 

Coun Malcolm Self said: “De¬ 
sign is a subjective thing, I sup¬ 
pose. I like the design. It’s a 
landmark.” 

Earlier at the meeting, a vote on 
plans for new buildings and 


sports pitches at Tolworth Girls’ 
School was deferred to allow 
Kingston Council officers to work 
with the school to address con¬ 
cerns over traffic in Fullers Way 
North, stemming from a linked 
residential scheme that would 
fund the renovation. 

A lack of affordable housing 
provision in that scheme - and the 
contribution instead of £100,000 to 
the council, dubbed “very mea¬ 
gre” by Coun Roy Arora - also 
caused consternation. 

Kingston Hospital’s plans to ex¬ 
pand its car park were approved.

University last Thursday, but 
the party cancelled her ap¬ 
pearance at the last minute 
when allegations of her tax 
avoidance came out in the 
press.

George Forty, of Kingston 
Young Greens, said: “It was a 
decision made by people 
higher up than us.

resented by someone who 
doesn’t pay their taxes. 

“They read her statement 
about the accusations, but 
voted that what she said was¬ 
n’t good enough. 

“We are a bit disappointed, 
but we support their deci¬ 
sion. We were only given a 
day’s notice so it would have 
been good to get a little bit 
more. It is not actually her 
that is in trouble with the tax 
stuff, it is one of her compa¬ 
nies, but it’s still not good 
enough.”

“The lifeboat arrived 
and started doing CPR 
until the ambulance took 
over. They worked on him 
for a long while. 

“His car had been 
parked on Kingston 
Bridge.” 

Formal identification of 
the body is yet to take 
place.

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Investigation into abduction scare 


The non-profit company 
in charge of Kingston’s 
children’s services has 
launched an internal in¬ 
vestigation into a “com¬ 
munication lapse” that led 
to employees reporting 
council staff members to 
police, sparking a child ab¬ 
duction scare. 

Earlier this month, 
Achieving for Children 
(AfC), which manages 
both Kingston and Rich¬ 
mond’s children services, 
alerted schools to a man 


asking school students to 
get into a van to discuss 
youth activities. 

It later emerged the van, 
spotted outside Richard 
Challoner School in Old 
Malden, was on official 
council business. 

Children who got into 
the van told the Kingston 
Guardian they saw a tele¬ 
vision screen and a CCTV 
system. 

The gaffe drew heavy 
criticism from Challoner’s 
deputy headteacher Sean 


Binns, who said the deci¬ 
sion to invite students into 
a van “goes against all the 
safeguarding and child 
protection protocols and 
advice they would have 
been given”. 

A spokeswoman from 
Richard Challoner said 
this week the school had 
received a “full and com¬ 
prehensive” apology and 
had been told that such 
activities had been sus¬ 
pended pending an inter¬ 
nal investigation.

Adult education set 
for another home?

Kingston’s adult education ser¬ 
vices could be on the move again, 
this time to a rented former office 
block in New Malden. 

Talks are under way to move 
adult educational courses to 46-50 
Coombe Road, a four-storey office 
block close to the station. 

According to commercial prop¬ 
erty consultants Bonsors, which 
is advertising the property, the 
building offers eight suites be¬ 
tween l,764sq ft and 3,016sq ft and 
four floors between 4,780sq ft and 
5,304sq ft. 

The building has 18 parking 
spaces in an underground car 
park and an additional 36 surface 
level spaces may also be made 
available. 

Councillor Andrea Craig, lead 
member for children, youth and 
adult learning, said: “We will be 
meeting residents in the coming 
weeks to ensure that we work 
with the community in New 
Malden and listen to their views 
and any concerns they may have. 

“This is an exciting new chapter 
for Kingston’s adult education 
and I look forward to announcing 
further details of our long-term 
plan in the near future.” 

The relocation of adult educa¬ 
tion services has been up in the 
air for more than 15 months, after 
classes were moved out of the 
North Kingston Centre to make 
way for Kingston Academy, the 
borough’s first free secondary 
school. 

Initially, Kingston Council - 
then run by the Liberal

Democrats - had earmarked the 
Beaconsfield Centre in New 
Malden as a potential site, with 
disabled students at Orchard Hill 
College nearly forced out of their 
base after just one year. 

But, after fierce opposition, the 
council moved the service to 
Newent House, a former care 
home in Surbiton, despite further 
opposition from neighbours. 

Coun Craig said: “Our experi¬ 
ence at Newent House is that hav¬ 
ing the adult education classes 
near a high street helps support 
the local economy and our small 
shops.” 

But adult education campaigner 
Christine Arnold said: “I think it 
is about time the council - 


whichever administration it is - 
ought to be thinking ahead and 
planning rather than playing 
catch-up. 

“There needs to be a long-term 
strategy. It is unnecessary chaos 
for people that don’t deserve it. 

“I was hopeful that a site in the 
middle of Kingston could be 
found.” 

Plans to expand the King 
Charles Centre in Surbiton, 
where other adult education 
courses run from, were shelved 
after the new site in New Malden 
was found. 

If plans get the go-ahead, the 
Coombe Road building could 
house adult education services for 
five years from September.

Scam letters 
fill 11 bags 

A Kingston resident received enough 
scam letters to fill 11 bin liners after reply¬ 
ing to what he believed was a genuine 
competition letter. 

Trading standards officers from 
Kingston Council removed bags of scam 
letters from his home after he became the 
target of multiple scams. 

In one given day, the victim would re¬ 
ceive five scam letters, but with the inter¬ 
vention of officers this has decreased. 

Councillor David Glasspool, lead mem¬ 
ber for trading standards, said: “Postal 
scams, especially the prize draw ones, are 
a pernicious way of conning people into 
paying money to fraudsters. 

“Most of these fraudsters are based 
abroad, and are therefore very difficult to 
track down. Our main efforts, therefore, 
are preventative and focused on making 
people aware of what postal scams are 
like and putting measures in place to pre¬ 
vent victims from responding.”

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Empty pizza boxes and beer 
cans, broken bottles, an old 
Dyson vacuum cleaner and even 
two fridges. 

These are just some examples 
of the rubbish the Kingston 
Guardian found dumped near 
Tolworth station last week.

captives were made to dig 
their own graves and 
women were raped and then 
executed. 

Mr Lee came to the UK in 
2007 and was granted British 
citizenship last year. 

He now wants to visit his 
four daughters in South 
Korea. He has not seen them 
since he escaped his home 
country more than a decade 
ago. 

Mr Lee applied for a UK 
passport in 2014 and attended 
an interview where he said 
he was told he would only 
have to wait a few weeks for 
his new documents to arrive. 

However, he has since 
found out his application was 
withdrawn and is yet to re¬ 
ceive an explanation why. 

Speaking through a 


translator Mr Lee said: “It 
was one of the best days of 
my life when I was granted 
British citizenship. I was so 
proud. I love this country. 

“I cannot speak English 
well, but people have been so 
kind to me, helping me when¬ 
ever I need it. Without a pass¬ 
port I do not feel like a proper 
citizen. It feels like my citi¬ 
zenship might be taken away 
from me.” 

Mr Lee lived in a hole in the 
ground in a Chinese orchard 
for six years after escaping 
North Korea. 

He stayed in the country 
until he knew that his daugh¬ 
ters had escaped safely as it 
would have been far more 
dangerous for them to escape 
together. 

He said: “My daughters es¬ 
caped North Korea and set¬ 
tled in the south and now I 
just want to see them before I 
die. 

“They have children now 
too and I have so many family 
members who I have never 
met.” 

Immigration and employ¬ 
ment lawyer Lorna Valcin, a 
volunteer at the Korean in¬ 
formation centre in New 
Malden, has been handling 
Mr Lee’s case. 


She said: “I have no idea 
why he was rejected and the 
Home Office have been very 
obstructive when we have 
tried to find out why. 

“They used the term ‘with¬ 
drawn’ at interview and said 
he could reapply. 

“The concern I have is that 
he was never given a reason 
why it was withdrawn in the 
first place. 

“What is to stop them doing 
that again?” 

Amnesty International 
refugee researcher Tom 
Southerden said: “It is very 
unusual. We don’t see many 
cases where citizens are not 
granted a passport. 

“There has been a focus on 
restricting people’s access to 
citizenship in recent years, 
but that seems to be a done 
deal in this gentleman’s 
case.” 

A Home Office spokesman 
said: “HM Passport Office 
will not issue a passport until 
all checks have been satisfac¬ 
torily completed 

“We need to establish an ap¬ 
plicant’s nationality, identity 
and entitlement before a 
passport can be issued. 

“We are speaking with Mr 
Lee’s representatives regard¬ 
ing this matter.”

Frightening attitude 
not very democratic 


This is an open letter to Kingston 
Council leader Kevin Davis. 

I am writing as a concerned 
Kingston resident, who was 
greatly dismayed by your re¬ 
sponse, after many anxious 
Kingston residents met in the 
market with regard to the St 
George’s planning application 
for a high-rise development in 
our town centre. 

You tweeted: “Lesson number 
one of campaigning is don’t 
upset people in power.” 

I feel that your comments 
demonstrate a frightening atti¬ 
tude that seemed to give the 
suggestion that you have forgot¬ 
ten the meaning of democracy - 
a system of Government in 
which power is vested in the 
people, who rule either directly 


I felt compelled to write after 
reading your excellent article 
about the protest in Kingston 
(Leader branded “toytown dicta¬ 
tor” over power tweet, March 13). 

I was part of the march and 
was also horrified by the com¬ 
ments of the councillor. 

It is highly likely that the cam¬ 
paigners would contact their 
local MP, regardless of political 
allegiances, because that is what 
their local MP is there for. 

I doubt very much whether the 
campaign requested that Ed 
Davey be present and that it was 
his choice to join the protest. 


I find Councillor Kevin Davis’s re¬ 
cent tweet concerning Kingston 
residents’ opposition to a 21- 
storey tower block in the centre of 
Kingston appalling. 

It sadly appears to reflect a more 
generally arrogant and dismissive 
attitude of the councillor to the 
views of the people he is meant to 
represent in this borough. 

I recently contacted Coun Davis 
about the council’s policy for lo¬ 
cating mobile phone masts. 

Coun Davis’s replies were 


or through freely elected 
representatives. 

I think that you would be wise 
to remember that you are only in 
power because the people have 
allowed you to be. 

You have the responsibility to 
do what you can to represent all 
of your constituents while you 
are fortunate enough to hold a 
leadership role. 

We, as constituents, also have 
the right to peacefully object 
without vague threats about up¬ 
setting those in power. 

Unlike you, Mr Davis, I do not 
belong to, nor am I affiliated to, 
any political party, and my objec¬ 
tions to irresponsible develop¬ 
ment are based on common sense 
and the common good - rather 
than any political motivation. 


He may have seen it as a politi¬ 
cal opportunity, but Kevin Davis 
has not given his reactions and 
comments due care and thought. 

His Twitter comments are very 
reactionary and thoughtless and 
it concerns me that, as a 
Kingston resident, we have 
someone like this involved in 
decision-making. 

Such an important position for 
the community requires some¬ 
one who is measured and 
thoughtful. 

Mr Davis’s social media out¬ 
bursts show he is neither of 
these things. 


allusive, arrogant and reflective 
of an approach that seems to 
show complete disregard for real 
democracy. 

The irony is that, while his 
reply included the comment “our 
job is to work for the whole com¬ 
munity and take decisions as far 
as we see them for the benefit of 
the whole community”, in reality, 
he is not prepared to listen to 
what the community has to say, 
but instead makes a cheap politi¬ 
cal jibe at the people - of all 


I can see that development is an 
inevitable element of any urban 
centre and I, like most residents, 
am excited to see plans to revi¬ 
talise Kingston. 

I refuse to accept, however, that 
development should come at any 
cost. 

The people of Kingston, 
Coombe, Norbiton, Tolworth, Sur¬ 
biton, Old and New Malden, Mot- 
spur Park, Hook, Chessington, 
Malden Rushett and Kingston 
Vale need to tell their councillors 
and the planning officers what 
they actually want in their town 
centre and, should they wish to 
object to high-rise developments, 
as I have, they are free to sign the 
petition at change.org.

Day, of Chessington North and 
Hook, for his help in resolving an 
issue that began on January 28, 
when, we believe, contractors 
working for Thames Water dam¬ 
aged a BT cable under the pave¬ 
ment outside a garage in Hook 
Road. 

Why they never told BT at the 
time, so that the damage could be 
repaired, remains a mystery, but, 
apparently, they just fixed the 
burst pipe, filled in the hole and 
went away. 

This resulted in a loss of ser¬ 
vices to a number of houses and, 
although the cause was identified 
the following day, after six weeks 
nothing had been done to fix the 
problem and repeated calls to and 
from the BT call centre only re¬ 
sulted in a string of broken 
promises and excuses as to why 
this problem could not be re¬ 
solved. 

On Monday, March 8,1 received 
the latest in a long line of up¬ 
dates, informing me that the next 
date for the work to be completed 
was March 30. 

The current delay was apparent¬ 
ly due to the work having to be 
done when the garage was closed - 
10pm to 6am - and a noise assess¬ 
ment needed to be carried out. 

I tried to explain to the BT 
caller this meant that the work 
would never happen, as the resi¬ 
dents would not enjoy the sound 
of drills between 10pm and 6am. 

Another affected neighbour de¬ 
cided that enough was enough 
and contacted Mr Day to beg for 
help. 

I have no idea how he did it, but 
by 2pm on Monday, BT had over¬ 
come all of the difficulties and re¬ 
paired the cable, and service was 
restored.

While England will be crestfallen to have missed out 
on the Six Nations crown once again, they can take 
solace from winning one of the most memorable games 
of rugby in recent memory. 

Fans watched as Wales put in a stunning second half 
performance to overcome Italy by 61 points to 20 in 
Rome, laying down a tough marker for Ireland and England. 

Ireland then broke records with a 30-point winning 
margin against Scotland at Murrayfield, setting things 
up for a barnstorming finish at Twickenham.

England captain Chris Robshaw said: "I am devastated. 
Once again to fall short on points is tough to take. 

We went out and gave it our all but unfortunately 
came up short again. 

"It didn't come down to this game. If we had been more 
clinical and taken more points against Scotland and better 
defensively against Italy it would have been different. 

"We are not where we want to be. We want to be champi¬ 
ons. But to score 50-plus points against France, considering 
they had only conceded two tries all tournament, was a 
great scoreline and really showed our intent in the way we 
want to play. 
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"I think it was the loudest I have ever heard Twickenham - 
the place was rocking - and that is what we want." 

With barely a breath to spare, attention turns to the 
World Cup this autumn, with England starring at home 
and looking to go one better than second. 

Excitement will be high after such an incredible Six 
Nations, and England, Wales and Ireland will be looking to 
push on from a tournament where they all lost one game. 

The tournament starts at Twickenham, with England vs 
Fiji at 8pm on Friday, September 18.
